alone, talked the subject over with 
the president and returned to his 
hotel. 
“ My conversation with the president 
was of a confidential character.” said 
the governor. 
“ Therefore I do nol 
care to make any comments on it.” 
Asked whether he protested against 
the further enforcement of the Balling­ 
er order, the governor said: “ That is 
a question for the federal government 
to determine. I do not care to discuss 
it.” 
Five members of 
the 
Minnesota 
delegation. Representatives Tawney 
Stevens, Miller, Volstead 
and 
Nye. 
put in an appearance at the 
White 
House. 
They saw the president and 
discussed the liquor case with him. 
Mr. Tawney made public a statement 
in which he spoke for himself and hie 
colleagues. 
In this statement 
there 
is 
out 
lined arguments that have been made 
heretofore against the enforcement 
of 
the treaty 
law. 
Representative 
Tawney declared it was the belief of 
Minnesota members who were at the 
White House that the order of the 
federal government amounts to an 
invasion of the police rights of the 
state. 
As illustrating the sweeping effect 
of the Ballinger order, carried to its 
logical conclusion, Mr. 
Tawney 
de­ 
clared that it would result in the clos­ 
ing of the Mayo hospital at Rochest­ 
er. For, Mr, Tawney declared, 
the 
order is aimed at medicines that con­ 
tain alcohol as well as straight al­ 
coholic drinks.

KNOTTY PROBLEMS TO SOLVE 


Annual Report of Minnesota Railway 
Commission. 


St. Paul, Dec. 20.— Important prob­ 
lems are put up to the new legisla­ 
ture by the annual report of the state 
railroad and warehouse commission, 
advance sheets of which are given out. 
Two 
important 
recommendations 
are consequences of the railroad rate 
litigation and the recent decision of 
Judge C. E. Otis, as master in chanc­ 
ery. 
The commission says that under 
the Otis decision the power of the 
commission to make a general in­ 
vestigation and revision of rates is 
questioned. 
Judge Otis seems to hold 
that the commission 
has no right 
to act except in a specific case on 
complaint. 
The commission recom­ 
mends that the law be amended so as 
to leave no doubt of the commission's 
power to review the whole subject on 
its own initiative. 
A new law is also asked to require 
railroads to make a change in their 
reports to the state. 
It has become 
necessary in the rate litigation to find 
out the cost of doing business local 
to the state.

Washington, Dec. 20.— As the result 
of a conference with a delegation of 
New' York and Chicago business men, 
Representative Mann of Illinois, chair­ 
man of the house committee on inter­ 
state commerce, will introduce a sub­ 
stitute for his bill amending the pure 
food law' relating to the branding of 
packages of foods, drugs, medicines 
and liquors. 
The substitute, w'hich is designed to 
serve as a model, provides that if the 
net quantity of the contents of the 
package is not plainly and conspicu­ 
ously marked on the outside the article 
will be deemed to be misbranded.

Woolworth Tower to Be Larger Than 
Singer and Surpassed Only by Eiffel 
and Metropolitan Structures In Cloud 
Piercing 
Powers— Swimming 
Tank 
Among Novel Features. 


New York is to have a new sky­ 
scraper of wondrous proportions. 
In 
fact, it will he the third highest build­ 
ing In the world. 
This structure is 
the Woolworth building, at Broadway 
aud Park place, opposite City Hall 
park. 
It Is estimated that this skyscraper 
will 
cost close to 
$">,000,000. 
The 
plnns filed for the foundations alone 
aggregate $500,000 In cost. 
From the 
sidewalk to the top there will be for­ 
ty-five stories, the total height boing 
025 feet, exceeding the height of the 
Singer tower, just five blocks below, 
by thirteen feet. 
Only one building in 
New York will be higher, the Metro­ 
politan, whose tower rises 700 feet and 
3 inches above the street level. 
The 
only other loftier structure in the 
world is the Eiffel tower, 985 feet. 


Gothic Style Followed. 
The architect has cast the much used 
renaissance type entirely aside. 
In 
general treatment the facade will be 
Gothic lu style, and yet, while a sem­ 
blance of Gothic, it will not be wholly 
Gothic in method of construction or 
exact forms of detail. 
The main building will rise to a 
height 
of 
tweuty-six 
stories. 
The 
tower, beginning at that point, will 
contain nineteen stories. 
This tower 
will he the spectacular feature of the 
building, as Its pinnacle, which will 
be brilliantly illuminated at night, will 
be discernible at a distance of fifty 
miles or more from the city, a promi­ 
nent mark in the landscape. The tow­ 
er will be eighty-six feet square, larger 
in dimensions by about twenty feet 
than the Singer tower. 
There will be 
thirteen stories in the main tower sec­ 
tion, while the upper section is to he 
treated in four stages and will con­ 
tain six stories. 
The same architectural features and 
system of adornment devoted to the 
front of the building will be similarly 
carried out on the rear and sides. 
One feature will be a large swim­ 
ming tank in the basement lined with 
marble. 
There will also he shower 
baths, lockers and other couve’niences. 
The building will probably contain a 
well equipped gymnasium and running 
track on the roof. 


Club Quarters Planned. 


A portion of the upper floor will be 
used for a restaurant, while the twen- 
ty-flfth floor of the main building, just 
under the tower section, will be fitted 
up as a lunch club, with facilities for 
about 200 members. 
The club will 
ha 'e a large dining room and several 
private dining rooms, a cheerful loung­ 
ing room with a magnificent billiard 
room, on one side of which will be a 
loggia, and an observation room in tile 
form of a palm garden on the roof. 
Besides these airy eating rooms, there 
will be a restaurant or rathskeller in 
the basement. 
From tile structural standpoint the 
foundations for a building of this size 
deserve 
more 
than 
passing 
notice. 
Having a sandy foundation to work 
upon, borings have been made to a 
depth of 130 feet to bedrock, and thir­ 
ty-eight caissons, some over sixteen 
feet in diameter, will he sunk to bed­ 
rock- level to obtain a firm setting for 
the G25 foot structure. 
Below’ the side­ 
walk there will be three stories, the 
basement and a subbasement, with the 
boller rooms below forming the first 
real floor level. 
Counting these, the 
building will actually have forty-eight 
stories. 
The area covered by the building is 
about 18,500 square feet.

Dec. 20.— For the first 
time the house of representatives put 
into practice the new rule adopted 
just before the close of the last ses­ 
sion whereby, 
on “ susivension Mon­ 
day,” motions to discharge a com­ 
mittee from further consideration of 
a public hill and to place the bill on 
the calendar shall have precedence 
over motions to suspend the rules and 
bring in some particular bill. 
As a result thereof the reading was 
begun of a bill for the revision and 
codification of the postal laws. 
This 
provides for a practical reclassiflca- 
I tion of the postal service and for the 
1 appointment of a director general of 
{ post s. 
The latter would be a penna- 
! nent government official, being sub­ 
ject to dismissal for cause only and 
would be the practical manager of 
the entire postoffice department. This 
would not dispense with the cabinet 
position of i>o8tmaster general, who 
would be the real head of the depart­ 
ment.

North Dakota Superintendent Submits

Bismarck, N. D., Dec. 20.— Striking 
figures indicative of the growth of 
North Dakota schools in the last two 
years are contained in the biennial re­ 
port of VY. L. Stockwell, superintend­ 
ent of public instruction, which has 
just been completed. 
School enroll­ 
ment, 
teachers 
employed, 
school 
houses constructed, etc., all show big 
Increases, while finances are in ex­ 
cellent shape. 
North Dakota salary roll for teach­ 
ers is one of the biggest salary rolls 
of the state, according to the report 
being $2,582,707.63, of which amount 
male teachers drew only $516,060.09. 
There were 1,285 male teachers and 
6,102 female teachers at the time the 
report was made up. June 30. 
This 
is a decrease of 115 male teachers in 
a year, while a gain of 284 women 
teachers is shown. 
The state's school 
population 
in 
1910 was 156,044, an increase from 
148,626 in 1909. Of the total enumera­ 
tion for this year 80,331 were boys, 
while 75,713 were girls. 
Then- are 4,800 school houses in the 
state, of which 3.211 provide free text 
books. 
Also there are 2,083 libraries, 
with a total of 220,492 volumes.

Winnipeg. Dec. 20.— Strike disorders 
resembling the siege of the street rail 
way strike of four years ago last 
summer broke out here. 
A string of twelve of the largest 
cars was stmt jut to the West End to 
bring the Canadian Pacific railway em 
ployes to the city. 
There are 4,000 
men employed at the shops and com­ 
plaints to the company were that no 
effort had been made to bring this 
large

of 
mechanic* 
to 
their 
homes, so the company made an extra 
endeavor to show its ability 
When 
the cars arrived at the shop substa­ 
tion the crews waited patiently for 
passengers, 
but 
all 
the 
employes 
passed them and walked hon e. 
After a few minutes the street car 
crews decided that a trap had been set 
for them and made up their minds to 
start back empty. 
All went well for a 
half hour, when the first car ran into 
a big obstruction of ties chained to the 
rails and the second car went off the 
track 
in 
some 
mysterious 
manner, 
while the crews were holding a coun­ 
sel of war in the dark 
In the midst 
of a blinding snow storm the vicinity 
became black with men. 
The crews 
had barely time to escape to their 
cars and hide under the seats when a 
fusillade of coal started 
This bom 
bardment kept up until every pane of 
glass wa* broken and the cars in oth 
er ways were spilt and rendered use­ 
less for service. 
Then the rioters retired and the men 
crawled 
out from under the seats, 
bruised and battered. 
A hurry call 
sent for the police brought the patrol 
too late to be of service except to con­ 
vey several of the crew to a hospital 
to have their bruises and cuts »ewed 
up. 


Fifty Others Injured in New 


York City. 


New York, Dec. 20—Thirteen per­ 
sons were killed, two of them women, 
and fifty were injured in a double ex 
plosion of gas and dynamite in the 
new electric powerhouse of the New 
York Central railroad. 
Nine bodies 
have been recovered. 
The force of 
the explosion shattered hundreds of 
windows in the big hotels and apart­ 
ment houses in the neighborhood of 
the 
big 
railroad 
terminal, 
causing 
alarm among the guests. 
The dyna 
mite blast picked up a northbound 
trolley car. lifted it in the air and 
sent it crashing down upon an auto­ 
mobile which was passing along the 
other side of the street 
Four of the 
passengers were killed and every one 
in the car was injured. 
The railroad service was only tem 
porarily Interrupted. 
The new sub­ 
station powerhouse, where the explo­ 
sion occurred, is at Fifteenth street 
and I^exington avenue, which is half 
a dozen blocks north of the Grand Cen­ 
tral station. 
Fire Chief Croker says that in his 
opinion the first explosion was that of 
lighting gas and the second explosion 
that of a hundredweight of dynamite 
which lay within fifty feet of the gas 
tank. Ambulance surgeons from many 
hospitals cared for the injured.

serve bright stars in daytime by using 
long focus telescopes, Hie dark tubes 
of which cut off the side light, and per­ 
sons in the bottom of deep wells have 
noticed stars passing overhead, tile 
side light being reduced by the great 
depths of the wells.
